DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 2-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 

which applicant regards as the invention. 

1. Claims 2-3 use the term "condensation" but this has no antecedent basis in claim 1. 
^2. The phrasing "lies/is" is unclear. One word or the other should be used. 

Claim 5 refers to "the solid obtained..." but this has no antecedent basis in claim 1 or 
2. 

x// 4. Claim 6 is unclear: Without isolating from what? Claim 1 already says that it is used 
in solution, so it is not isolated to be gin with. 

"Preferably" (claims 7-9) is improper alternative language (In re Kingston, 65 USPQ 



6. Claim 10's "the base used" has no antecedent basis in claim 3 or earlier claim. 

The cited prior art is noted, but Sogli does not reveal the synthesis of thiol esters. 
In Jung, paragraph bridging columns 5-6 is noted, but the reference cannot be said to 
point to the specific Y choice of the instant claims (Furaca).
